MANY YEARS LOST 
OLD GANNON IS FOUND 


HIGH RUSSIAN OFFICIAL 
IS ASSASSINATED TODAY 


This Morning in Riv ePBed at Foot of, 
Hennepin Av enue by Wm. 
Vann and F. Coffey . 


ANNOUNCED LINCOLN’S ARRIVAL 


Was in Demand at Ev ery Election m 
Years Paot. 


Pieces of 
a six 
pound 
canon 
were found in Rock River a t the foot 
of Hennepin street by W. W. Vann 
and Francis Coffey this morning. The 
canon has a history . 
Not a war his­ 
tory , but Ithere cluster around those 
huge pieces of iron th a t were fished 
out of the river recollections of politics 
and processions, booming early m orn­ 
ing awakenings of victory ; announcing 
the elections of the first Republican 
president, Lincoln, and the first Re­ 
publican governor of Illinois, # eneral 
Bissell. 
When Lincoln and Oglesly 
and Logon and Y ates came to Dixon 
to speak more than two score of y ears 
since, th a t caanon announced their 
arrival. 
The w riter hereof remembers well 
when the Freemont club, a young 
Republican organization bought th at 
gun. 
We can now see our friend, the late 
lamented Captain Siackpole, marcti- 
ing oy the side of caisson, for he ha I 
charge of tbe gun during tbe Free- 
mont and Liacoln Campaigns. 
We 
shall not forget the trouble tbe guu 
caused when the Captain proposed to 
fire tnatg un in hontrof the election 
of Ellas B. dtiii8, a Demoprat, over a 
Repuoiican. 
Would Republicans, who paid their 
good meney (or bad raoaey as tbe case 
may be, for there were worthless wild 
cat bank bills th at flooded tae coun­ 
try in those days) 
permit its use 
for 
such 
purposes. 
Perish 
the 
thought of such a desecration as firing 
of “our canon” in honor of a Demo­ 
cratic victory . 
Tne canon was not spiked. 
A t the 
dead of night it disappeared. 
Tnen came trouble. 
Wm. H. Van 
Epps, a leading Democrat of Dixon, 
was mad. 
Captain Stackpole swore 
“ by all of the Gods a t once” — so as to 
make no mistake—th at he knew nnt of 
the gun’s whereabouts. 
John T . Cneoey and Mr. Van Epps 
indulged in bot words about tbe gun, 
for the latter truly surmised th a t the 
six pounder was in the former's res- 
U urant-basem ent. 
For day s Dixon was all tore up with 
excitement caused by the lost gun. 
Canoi are made to use in war, this 
th at was fished out of the river was 
purchased by our Republican club for 
peaceful uses; but nevertheless It was 
tbe cause of a t times such contention 
here in Dixon th a t civil disturbances 
were sometimes almost civil war and 
indeed close on to being sanguinary . 
Then a real war broke out in the 
south but tbe old canon was still used 
only In announcing victores. 
I t was 
then all at once a nonpartisan imple­ 
ment, used only in announcing the 
victorious battles for 
the 
union 
Democrats and republican alike Join­ 
ed ia donating money to furnish powd­ 
er, and the canon vollied and thunder­ 
ed for the cause of the union and 
the constitution. 
Sometimes in our anxiety it was 
somewhat prem ature in announcing 
to the people miles away from Dixon 
supposed victory . 
We do well remember the reported 
fall of Richmond which came to us 
one bright summer morning. Money 
was freely donated fcr powder and the 
old canon binged away in front of the 
Nachusa Housí while men went wi.d 
with joy. There was an abundanse of 
powder to make the gun talk, but th e 
gun ners soon were short of waddiog. 
But a little thing like th a t did not 
stop a Diion crowd from celebrating 
the fall of the Confederate capítol. 
Linen coats 
were stripped from 
backs and rammad into the gun; vests 
and hats followed, until all man th ere 
were hatless and costless. 
Well do we remember th a t Judge 
Andruss, leading’ commission 
mer 
chant, placea an 
elegant silk hat, 
of 
the 
stovepipe 
variety 
for 
safe 
keeping 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
hotel 
clerk, 
who 
secreted 
it under a counter; and we never shall 
forget the Judge’s look of sadness 
when he saw th a t fashionable hat dis­ 
appear down the throat of th a t hun­ 
gry old gun; and then in a moment it 
was flying in small pieces on its way 
towards H ines addition. 
T h at piece of artillery was loaded 
to the muzzle th at day and the result 
was many broken windows by the ter- 


rible concussion. The 
B aptist church 
windows looked like a beer saloon after 
a row. 
But the end came at last. The can­ 
non was over-loaded; grass, sod, mixed 
w ith sand, was too much for its di­ 
gestion, so to speak; and it “ busted,’’ 
as they said; but a kind Providence 
prevented any damage to human life. 
The fates evidently bad decreed th a t 
th a t was to be a canon in the interest 
of peace. 
I t should have a place in our m u­ 
seum, if we had such a thing. 
The old cannon was this afternoon 
placed in Rowland Bros.’ drug store 
window, where any body Interested in 
the relic can see it.

Fourteen log men were running the 
Penobscot river, with back breaking 
work lug g ing their heavy boats over 
the* “carries.” So at leng th they came 
to the Sowndnehunk falls and rapids, 
dog tired in the heat of a fierce noon­ 
day sun. 
There was no help for it. 
The path was there because men could 
not run the fall and live. 
Twelve 
of the men according ly, with g alled 
shoulders and much lang uag e, picked 
up two of the boats and lug g ed them 
over. Then they lay down in the shade 
to wait until summoned by the other 
two men to come back and lug the 
third boat. 
But the boss of that boat was the 
famous Big Sebattis, 2(X> pounds of res*- 
oltite Indian, too lazy to like lug g ing 
boats where they mig ht perhaps fioat. 
Ilis bowman was a worthy mate. For 
g lory and for ease they ran the falls 
and rapids, just escaping as if by a 
miracle. At the bottom they hurriedly 
splashed out some of the water they 
had shipped and g ravely waited for the 
others, who came scrambling along to 
look at them. 
The best part of that story Is to come. 
Thus Miss Eckstorm tells it: 
“Then the men all looked ag ain at ' 
the boat that had been over Sowadne- ( 
hunk, and they all trooped back to the 
carry ’end without saying much—two ; 
full batteau crews and Sebattis and his ( 
bowman. They did not talk. No man 
would have g ained anything new by i 
exchang ing thoug hts with his neig hbor. t 
“And when they came to* the two 
boats drying in tlie sun they looked , 
one another in the eyes ag ain.

Some by swimming , some by 
the aid of Sebattis and his boat, eleven 
of them g ot ashore, ‘a little damp,’ as 
no doubt the least exag g erative of them 
were willing to admit.

J OHN BULL AND THE SEIZURES 


M ost Im p o rta n t Case la C onsidered T h at 
o f th e K n ig h t C om m ander. 


London, July 28.—T hat the British 
gov ernment regards tilt* sinking of the 
Knight Commander as a breach of in­ 
ternational law was confirmed by Pre­ 
mier Balfour in the house of commons. 
Answering questions relating to seiz­ 
ures in the Red sea Balfour said of the 
sinking of the Knight Commander th at 
he regretted “that inform ation which 
reached me this morningeonflrmed this 
regrettable occurrence. * * * There 
Is no question of loss of life, but 1 am 
afraid there is à question of a breach 
of international, law."’ 
Instructions hav e been sent to Am­ 
bassador Hardinge, at St. Petersburg, 
to p rotest energetically against 
the 
sinking of the Knight Commander. The 
terms of the instructions are not p ub­ 
lished. bu t it is believ ed to lie a fact
